operation I feel bound particularly to acknowledge, report most 
favourably of the conduct of the Students under their charge. 

Since the date of my last Report, the Queen’s University has 
ceased to exist, and the Queen’s Colleges, which had previously 
been united as independent but integral parts of the University, 
have been dissociated, and retain no bond of connexion but mutual 
good-will. The career of the Queen’s University is now a matter 
of history ; and I venture to say that it is a record of a measure 
of good work achieved in the face of many difficulties, and of a con- 
tinuous and healthy growth to a vigorous maturity. It is worthy 
of observation that the success of the Colleges was never so 
marked as at the time when they lost their special privileges 
and vested educational interests as the constituent parts of the 
Queen’s University. The number of Students in the Colleges, 
which was 375 in the opening Session, 1810-50, and 540 in 1S59-60, 
and which rose to 737 in 1809-70, and to 958 in 1879-80, was

increasing at a much more rapid rate during the last two Sessions 
of the University. The number stood at 1,010 in 1S80-1 ; while 
the closing Session, 1881-2, exhibited results more satisfactory 
than any previously recorded ; the number of Students receiving 
instruction being 1,154. Meantime the quality of the education 
was steadily raised, and the reputation of the University and the 
Colleges among all who are competent to j udge of such matters 
was constantly on the increase. This steady progress was, I 
believe, mainly to be attributed to their persistent pursuit of a 
high ideal of academic life. Between the Colleges and the Uni- 
versity a close connexion was maintained; the teaching of the 
one and the examinations of the other were consistently conducted, 
and the plan of the educational edifice was coherent and complete. 
Under this system a great body of Graduates have grown up, who 
in every profession and in every branch of the public service 
prove by the eminence of their careers the excellence of the 
system under which they received their training ; and it is a 
noteworthy fact, and honourable alike to the University and to 
its Graduates, that the Queen’s University, though founded 
scarcely a generation ago, has developed and perpetuated among 
those who owe their education to it a loyal and zealous affection, 
which they have on more than one occasion manifested, not less 
strong than that inspired by the old Universities. I may bo 
excused for having dwelt thus far on the history of an institution 
with which from its foundation it was my privilege to he con- 
nected. 

The Queen’s Colleges have now entered on a new era, their 
corporate unity being lost; but what is past is well stored; 
their position is changed, but their duty remains the same. The 
established discipline of lectures and instruction in common will 
not he relaxed, and it is to be hoped that no change in the 
U Diversity system will tend to impair the substantial benefits 
conferred by the Colleges which an illustrious statesman founded, 
on the provincial life of the country. 

But while I have no doubt that, taking into consideration 
purely educational grounds, the system of academic training 
would command the preference over that which is founded on 
examination tests alone, and while I trust that the collegiate 
system will be able to hold its ground, the fact remains to he 
dealt with, that there are persons in Ireland who, while desirous 
to obtain University degrees, either object to the principle of united 
education or find it inconvenient to comply with the stringent 
conditions as to attendance on lectures which the academic 
principle imposes. There is, I believe, room for both systems. 
Schools, Colleges, and Universities are but the means to an end, and 
that end culminates in whatever is the most successful means for 
the diffusion of education through the community. The Royal 
University will thus have a high and indispensable function to 
discharge in the educational economy of the country. I trust and 
believe that it will worthily fulfil its purpose, that it will enlarge 
the means of attaining University education in Ireland, and open 
a career to many a gifted youth to whose aspirations the straits 
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of tlie domestic hearth now oppose a barrier. The fair spirit that 
characterizes its administration, and its fixed resolution to maintain 
a high standard for its degrees and honours, cannot fail to secure 
for it public confidence, and to exercise a beneficial influence on 
the general educational interests of the country. 

In former Reports I discussed certain criticisms on the con- 
dition and character of the Queen’s Colleges, which had given 
rise to considerable controversy and debate. It is not my inten- 
tion to recur at any length to topics to which I can scarcely add 
anything in the way of argument or illustration ; but I feel 
called upon to notice briefly certain misconceptions that seem 
to me to stand in the way of forming correct and impartial 
judgments ; and which may, I think, he described as exaggerated 
views of existing defects, and impracticable ideals of the aims 
and purposes of collegiate education. The idea, though altogether 
unfounded, has not yet quite disappeared, that the Queen’s 
Colleges are doing wholly or mainly the work of schools. In 
every College where instruction is given by lectures, a good deal 
of what is called “ school work " has to be done, and is most use- 
fully done; but in the Queen’s Colleges, as in all others which 
belong to a University system, courses of instruction in the 
highest branches of academic education are given as a regular part 
of the curriculum, especially for the students who seek to qualify 
themselves for graduating with honours. I do not refer in this 
connexion to our Medical education ; it is well known that the 
Medical degree of the Queen’s University stands high in the judg- 
ment of the Medical Council, and in the estimate of the profession ; 
and with regard to our Law School, I content myself with quoting 
a sentence from a remarkable letter addressed many years ago to 
the Secretary of the Queen’s University, by the Regius Professor 
of Law in the University of Cambridge, in which he mentioned 
that he was a member of a Committee appointed for the purpose 
of remodelling the course of lectures for the faculty of Law in 
the University to which he belonged : — “ I sincerely trust," wrote 
Dr. Abdy, “ that in many points we shall imitate the system 
adopted in the Queen’s Colleges in our proposed new classes in 
this University, as I feel no doubt of the benefit w r e shall derive 
by so doing.” At present, however, I wish to deal with the 
faculty of Arts, which is the propaedeutic for all the learned 
professions, and in which the Queen’s Colleges are represented as 
particularly weak. But it is well known that our graduates in 
Arts have been able to hold their own with the graduates of any 
other University in the empire ; indeed, their success at the 
highest public competitive examinations has been conspicuous. 
Two instances I may here set down, in the way of record. The 
competitive examinations for the Indian Civil Service were 
designed to be a test, to quote the words of the Report of the 
Civil Service Commissioners, of “ the best, the most liberal, the 
most finished education, which the country provides.” At the first 
examination, two only of the successful candidates were from Ire- 
land ; one of these went up from the ordinary classes of Queen’s 
College, Cork ; the other from those of Queen's College, Galway. 
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The latter gentleman is now a Judge of the Supremo Court and 
the A r ice-Chancellor of the University of Bombay. 

I do not mean to imply that the existing system is not sus- 
ceptible of improvement. The unsatisfactory state of secondary 
education renders it impossible to make our Matriculation exami- 
nation more rigorous than such tests usually are ; and few 
among the candidates are of the class of thoBe highly trained 
youths who go up to compete for tho valuable prizes in the old 
Universities. Many of them como up, imperfectly prepared it is 
t rue , — I speak, of course, only from my own observation, — but 
many of them also full of eagerness to learn, ambitious, and with 
an ardour for work that requires to bo checked rather than stimu- 
lated ; and I am satisfied that if an unprejudiced enquirer were 
to measure the slender mental equipment that many youths bring 
to the College, with the Bolid acquirements which they carry away 
at the close of the curriculum, he would be astonished as well as 
gratified. I claim no exceptional merit for our teaching ; but 
the lectures supply the place of the highest private tuition ; and 
it need not cause wonder that systematic daily instruction, — sup- 
plemented by strict catechesis and other exercises on the subjects 
of their studies, — imparted to young men who ai'C working with a 
will in an atmosphere of intellectual vivacity, and at an age when 
acquisition is made much more quickly and intelligently than at 
school, should enable them to make rapid and sound progress in 
their studies, and make up for the deficiencies that arose from the 
previous disadvantages of their position. 

Some of our educational reformers would seem disposed to 
adopt a high-handed method, and to exclude from academic 
halls all hut those who would be considered, under such a 
system as the German, fit and proper recipients of University 
education. Whatever may be the theoretic excellence of such a 
view, it is clear that it will not commend itself to those who 
possess practical experience of the state of education and the 
social condition of Ireland. What, it may he asked, under such 
a scheme, would become of the masses of young men who would 
he forcibly excluded from the Universities, without the chance 
of obtaining elsewhere the education they desire ? It would he 
a futile attempt to raise the Universities to an ideal standard 
without filling up the chasm that would then divide them from 
the existing schools, and so deny tho higher education, in any 
form, to thousands who now enjoy it. The object of a University 
is not merely to have an honour list, but also to promote 
efficient study among many, as proved by their attaining degrees 
on fair and reasonable, though adequate, conditions. Unless 
it does that, the general education of the country is sacrificed to 
the glory of a few select graduates. 

It has been often dogmatically asserted, and it was reiterated 
in the recent debates in Parliament, that Universities should not 
be places for professional instruction, and that however numerous 
Students for professions may bo, the success of Colleges should 
not he measured by them, hut only by such Students as pass 
through the curriculum of the faculty of Arts. It may not he 
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out of place to observe, that the historical origin of Universities 
cannot be cited in support of sncli a view. Bologna and 
Palermo were founded for legal studies ; Salerno arose out of 
medicine ; the University of Paris had its origin in a school of 
theology, but subsequently becoming remarkable for its philo- 
sophy, attracted a large number of Students, and faculties of 
medicine and law then grouped themselves around the original 
theological schools. Oxford and Cambridge, it is true, turned their 
attention from the first mainly to arts ; but they were situated in a 
country where a wealthy and leisured class could afford to devote 
their time to liberal studies. Now, that a University should close 
its doors to all save theoretic studies : that is, to all studies that 
contemplate a distinct practical purpose, such as the production 
of a physician, a lawyer, or an engineer, is an intelligible and 
perhaps a tenable proposition, and to men of academic tastes 
it possesses a sentimental attractiveness ; but it seems unneces- 
sary to discuss it at length. As such a view derives no support 
from ancient authority, so it is far removed from the modern 
conception of a University, and from the functions which the 
age demands of all educational institutions. According to our 
modern views, Universities are compromises between the theore- 
tical and the practical. They should aim at one end of the 
curriculum to meet and welcome the intelligence of the youth 
of the country, and at the other to connect themselves with 
the duties of active life. I may here be permitted to repeat 
some observations I felt called on to make in a former Report 
with reference to the Medical School : — 

“ Without appealing to the original constitution of Universities, or 
discussing on general principles the claims of Medical studies to take 
co-ordinate rank with other branches of learning in a University system, 
it may bo observed that in the present social condition of Ireland, and 
in the case of Colleges which are mainly recruited from the middle and 
professional classes, it is what might naturally be expected that the 
Faculty of Medicine should be considered of no less importance than 
that of Arts, and that it should attract to itself a large proportion of 
the students of the Colleges. Many students cannot afford to spend 
their time up to twenty-one or twenty-two years of age in the study for 
a preparatory degree which is to be the mere foundation-stone of their 
professional edifice ; and I believe it will be generally found that, owing 
to the constant demand for the services of Medical men and the com- 
parative certainty of immediate employment which the profession holds 
out, Students of Medicine far outnumber Students in Arts in Colleges 
circumstanced as the Queen’s Colleges are. It was the original fnnetion 
of Universities — nevei’, I trust, to become antiquated — to act as the 
instructors of all who have occasion for learning, and not merely of 
the wealthier classes of the community; and Universities must adjust 
their arrangements to the changed requirements of society, else they 
will see the modern stream of thought and action flow swiftly past 
them. It is the power of liberalizing the professions that distinguishes 
Universities from technical schools; and one of the objects. with which 
the Queen’s University and Colleges were established was to extend 
to professional Students the status and advantages of a University 
degree. These bodies fully recognise the principle that liberal culture 
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ought to he the foundation of all the professions, and have constantly 
endeavoured, so far as has been practicable, to give effect to that 
principle. Accordingly in their curriculum they have combined with 
a merely professional education certain studies which tend to correct 
its one-sidedness and narrowness. Matriculation is preceded by a 
strict and bond fide examination — within a limited range, it is true — 
in English, Greek, Latin, and Mathematics ; and every Medical Student, 
in addition to his strictly professional training, is obliged to pursue the 
following courses : — Modern Languages, Natural Philosophy, Chemistry, 
Botany, and Zoology — studies which are well suited to infuse a liberal 
element into special and technical acquirements, and clearly entitled to 
take rank in the category of Arts’ subjects in any comprehensive system 
of University Education.” 

The assertion is constantly made that Students are attracted to 
the Colleges by the rich rewards, in the shape of Scholarships, 
which are bestowed with a liberal hand. A simple statement 
will dispose of this imputation. The entire sum placed at the 
disposal of each College for prizes to Undergraduates is £1,180. 
Of this sum £100 is distributed at the end of each session in book 
premiums; the remaining £1,080 is divided into scholarships 
and exhibitions, varying in amount from £25 to about £15, and 
which, with the exception of Scholarships in Arts of the second 
year, are tenable for one year only. There are, besides, eight 
Scholarships in each College, limited to Graduates, and likewise 
tenable for one year, of the value of £40 each. Anyone 
acquainted with the helps and rewards held out to Students at 
the old seats of learning will perceive at a glance the insignifi- 
cance, in number and in value, of the prizes which are at the 
disposal of the Queen’s Colleges. One out of every three Students 
at Oxford holds a Scholarship. In the Charterhouse School there 
are not less than sixty Scholarships, — thirty Senior, £85 a year each ; 
thirty Junior, £65, — amounting in all to an annual endowment 
of £4,500, a sum just equal to the aggregate amount which the 
three Queen’s Colleges have to distribute among the whole 
body of their Students. The name “Scholarship,” given to 
our prizes, tends to create misconception. In the old Univer- 
sities a Scholarship is tenable for three, four, or five years, 
whereas in the Queen’s Colleges all Scholarships, except those 
above mentioned, are thrown open to competition at the end of 
each session. Work and merit are the conditions of their tenure ; 
the scholar wins by toil the privilege of further toil, and in this 
cumulative effort gives, it is to be hoped, a double strength to the 
fibre of his faculties and his will. Modest as these emolu- 
ments are, I could recal to mind many Students to whom the 
exiguity of means made them important, and who were enabled 
by their aid to secure the benefits of a University education, and 
access to honourable careers in life. 

The wealth of the old endowed Universities is a weighty item 
in the consideration of a father who has to seek out for his son 
not only a place where he can receive a good education, but also 
a place where he can gain emoluments ; and when I look forward 
into the future, I am constrained to doubt whether the less 
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opulent academic institutions of Ireland will be able to hold their 
ground, or, at all events, advance, as we should wish to see 
them advancing, in the face of the competition of the rich insti- 
tutions which are now thrown open to the world. This influence 
has been in operation for some time past, and is likely to acquire 
increased strength ; so that a time may come, if the Colleges of Ire- 
land should fail to become more attractive in prizes, when Irish 
talent will, in large measure, betake itself to the richer fields of 
competition which the sister country affords, and seek recognition 
and recompense in the ancient and magnificent seats of learning 
which are among the chief glories of England. 

The success of the Medical School, to which I had the gratifi- 
cation of adverting in former Reports, was well sustained in 
the last Session. The Students attending lectures numbered 
122, being the largest number yet reached. The rapid develop- 
ment of Medical Sciences, especially in the Biological depart- 
ment, has called for such an enlargement and improvement of 
scientific apparatus as will enable the teaching to keep pace 
with the progress of discovery. The laboratories and museums 
will be found equipped with all fitting appliances to meet the 
requirements of advanced education, and to maintain the reputa- 
tion which the Medical School now enjoys for efficiency in 
practical as well as theoretical instruction. 

The Libraries and Museums are in a satisfactory condition, 
and are, in many sections of their respective subjects, most 
valuable collections. The liberality of the Legislature has pro- 
vided for their annual augmentation, and lias thus secured for 
the Students all the essential requisites of practical instruction, 
and has established for the benefit of this remote province per- 
manent local repositories of Literature, Science, and Art. The 
Council have largely extended the benefits of the Library to 
the people of Galway. The Museums of Natural History and 
Geology are also visited with much interest by the general 
public, and are found to foster a taste for these important depart- 
ments of science.
